THE DULCIGNO QUESTION. 

The Eastern question is again approach- 
ing one of its periodical crises. The Prince 
of Montenegro has been informed officially 
that.an advance toward Dulcigno will be 
regarded as a declaration of war. The 
Prince has accordingly notified Admiral 
Seymour that he must have the aid of land 
troops or he cannot attack the combined 
force of the Albanians and Turks, and these 
forces will probably be forwarded. On the 
other hand the Sublime Porte declines 
to make the agreed cession unless 
the naval demonstration is abandoned 
both with regard to Dulcigno and the 
Greek frontier. The Powers have refused 
to give up the demonstration, and the con- 
sequence is that as@soon as the Montene- 
grin armament is concluded upon Wednes- 
day, war will again blaze upin the East. 
t is comparatively easy to trace out the 
beginnings of a war like the one about to 
commence: where it will end no man can 
say. The unnatural combination of the 
Powers joined in this demonstration is 
one that cannot last long. How soon it 
may turn into another Navarino affair is a 
question, too, that time alene can solve. 
The history of the Duicigno affair began 
with the ending of the Russo-Turkish war 
and the reconstruction of the Principali- 
ties. Montenegro is a land. locked coun- 
try, bound in by mountains and without 
an outlet to the sea. Dulcignois a small 
town on the Adriatic of about 7,000 inhabi- 
tants, in Albania, which is of course an in- 
tegral part of Turkey. This village, witha 
small strip of territory, was given 
to Montenegro as a seaport, and the 
problem has been ever since how to secure 
the allotment. The Albanians utterly refuse 
to part with the town, and the Porte is 
sustaining them in their course. The 
powers have decided that Dulcigno must 
be yielded, and the whole matter will now 
be referred to the arbitrament of arms. 
The blind fatuousness of the Porte in 
rushing into such a conflict can only be ex- 
plained by the fact that the Turks are 
pushing the Government into war with a 
pressure that is simply irresistible. As a 
choice between abdication and a ruinous 
war the Sultan has chosen the latter.

CHINA AND RUSSIA. 

Col. Gordon is just now engaged in giv- 
ing wise advice to the Chinese Govern- 
ment anent its coming struggle with Rus- 
sia. He wants the Flowery Kingdom to re- 
ly solely upon its immense masses of popu- 
lation and to arm the people with simple 
weapons which they can understand and 
use. The advice is good, but the chances 
are that it will go the way ofall good ad- 
vice. China is undoubtedly preparing 
for war. Russia is now coterminous 
with her for thousands of miles of 
frontier, and the utter dissimilarity of the 
two civilizations will sooner or later in- 
volve the nations in war. The Kuldja 
question is yet an open one and there are 
many other dangerous places in the rela- 
tions of the countries. The Cossack has 
not been able to satisfy his land hunger in 
the domain of the Ottoman. Will he be more 
successful with the Mongol? Those who 
have studied the situation with the great- 
est attention claim that war sooner or later 
is inevitable, and when it does come it may 
appear that Russia has undertaken a larger 
contract than she can carry out. Those 
who argue China’s weakness from her last 
conflict with England and her easy defeat 
are not reasoning on sufficient premises. 
Her strength lies in a population of 536, 
000,000, which she could pour upon the 
Muscovite by a thousand passes over the 


/frontier. What could Russia—what could 


Europe do against an army of over 50,000,- 
000 soldiers? And yet that would be only 
one in ten of her people. Rumors oc- 
casionally reach the outside world of the 
arming and disciplining of an enormous 
army in Central China. What they are do- 
ing no one knows positively, as 
a European foot has not pressed the ground 
of the interior for twenty years. But we

A GHASTLY SIGHT. 


Viewing the Bodies Brought From the Tun- 
nel in Jersey City. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, September 28.—There was in- 
tense excitement this morning at Brady’s 
Morgue, Jersey City, where lay seven disfig- 
ured bodies taken trom the caisson tunnel last 
night. About the low wooden = struc- 
ture which answered for a dead-house 


a large aud excited throng of spectators clust- 
ered. The sidewalk was lined with men, wo- 
men and children: Agonized wives, mothers 
and friends of the dead stood staring 
vacantly at the room which con- 
tained seven of the hodies. Little 
children and young. lads, drawn to the spot by 
the crowd clustered inthe road fronting the 
Morgue, tried to get a look at the dead through 
the closely tastened blinds and windows. The 
atmosphere for a block away from the Morgue 
was permeated with the sickening odor of 
DECOMPOSED FLESH, 

sightless skulls,* dismembered arms and legs, 
fleshless hands, skeleton limbs and put ety- 
ing turms lay stretched in a black and in- 
distinguishuble mass about the room. Here 
and there a batterea portion of clothing 
ada hered to the shriveledtrunkof what was 
once a man. Leather belts and rubber boots 
oun to the half-decayed bones. Detached 
portions of ghastly relics lay by the side ofeach, 
and all were covered with a black and slimy 
coating of mud. At the tinnel shaft there are 
more dead in sight. Oli Anderson,sthe Iman 
fastened in the air-lock, has been reached; 
his feet protrude out of the lock and his body 
is wedged halt-way in. 


MEYER’S MURDERER. 


The Corener Investigating the Case To- 
VDay—Testimony of Meyer's Wife. 


At noon to-day Coroner Auler began the in- 
quest over the body of Henry Meyer, who died 
at his home,southeast corner of Fifteenth and 


Madison streéts, afew days ago, from stabs 
received on welith and Cass avenue 
on August 28. The first witness 
called was Sophia Meyer, the wite of the de- 
ceased, who testified to the fact that her hus 
band was brought home shortly before mid- 
night, on August 28. bytwo strange men, who 
found him lying en the sidewalk on their wuy 
home from work. He was bleeding 
profusely from thetwo wounds. ‘‘About the 
iourth day ufter my husband was brought 
home,’’ she continued, ‘‘he told me that he 
had been in the saloon on Twelfth street 
and Cass avenue in the eveningof the day 
he was cut with seven friends. They were 
standing on the outside of the saloon, when 
about sixteen fellows came and asked West- 
erman, one ot my husband’s friends whether 
that was the Peerless Club?

Contract. 


Why the Board of Health Has 
Refused the Lowest Bid. 


- 


A Saving of $4,000 to the Taxpayers 
Oflered and Declined. 


The slop contract has now come before the 
Moard ot Pubiic Health twice; twice have 
1evsonable and responsible bids been reject- 
ed, and now for a third time coutractors 
sre usked to send in proposals upon 


October 1zth for removing the city’s slops. 
lc is probable that October 12th witl simply be 
a rerana“ ment ot tue farce played upon 
Augist 5th and September Gtu and the 
Bouru will keep on rejecting 
ail bies end calling fora new deck until the 
patfence of the contractors is played out 
und they refuse to go through the hollow form 
ot putting in bids fora piece of work which 
certain members of the Board seem to 
éntend that one man thall hold 
inteesimple. The history of the slop contract 
isa very veculiar one. The Bourtatvertised 
ior bids and bids were p:ssedin. Mr. James 
Hardy otfered to dothe work for 512.000 a year. 
Tuo bios wereto.e her for £9,300, a difference 
of nearly $3,000. Uuder the cuarter the Board 
of Healtn was obliged to accept the lowest and 
best bid, which it did by rejecting all the bids 
and asking fora new set of propossls. The 
Board asked the City Counselor, Leverett 
Bell tor his opinion as to what was meaat bv 
ihe terms, ‘‘the lowest and best biader,’’ 
and in an opinion of some length he deci ted 
that the charter meant by this languaze 
LLe lowest responsible bidder. 
About the 6thof September a new crop ot 
propogais was harvested. This time Mr. Jas. 
Hardy bid 512.000 4S before, and 
the lowest bidder, Mr. Morrissey, 
bid 88,700, a decrease of $600 from his 
former offer. Both gentlemen furnished ex- 
cellent bond, but once more all the bids were 
thrown out «nd anew advertisement inserted 
in the papers calling for proposals. Mr. James 
Hardy was ordered to go on with the work un- 
der his lastyear’s contractrate, $12,900, or 
$9 % more than be vid fur me current year. 

The resson given for refusingto give the 
contract to Mr. Morrison, the lowest and best 
bidder, is not that he is not able to do the work 
or that there is any doubt about his 
ability to do the work at tne price named, 
but toat ne was at one time indicted asa mem- 
ver ot the macadam ring. Mr. Normile, the 
(Circuit \ftorvey, states that the case against 
Mr. Morrissey was nolle prus’ed 
because tLeie was no round 
tor it, und that his discharge could not have 
been more honorable and creditable than it 
was. It is said that the papers in the case are 
in the hends of Mr. Francis, the Health 
Commissioner, who made the vbj-ction to 
Awul ding the contract to Mr. Morri-sey on the 
above ground. Mr. Morrissey's frieuds claim 
that this objection loses much 
of its weight fiom tue fact that Mr. 
Francis was himee:f under indictment 
last year for wisconduct and oppression in 
office, sninsictment which was subsequently 
Settled mn the Court ot Criminal 
Correction by a plea in abate.- 
ment. And Mr. Morrissey’s triends claim 
also that the indictment argument should 
have been applied by Mr. Francis in the case 
of awarding the city horse-shboeing to Mr. 
Ed. Butler, who was indicted for Dbaltlut- box 
stuffing subsequent to the Scheme 
apd Charter election. They fuil 
to see the essential difference in 
requisite morality between blacksmithing 
und slop collecting What action will be taken 
by the Board of health on October 12th can- 
not of couise be told beforehauu. Whether 
they will continue their signal liberality 
with the city’s money in paying 
2 gentleman 3900 a year more than 
he asks is ua question in which all the tax-pay- 
eis have a deep and abiding interest, but 
which nobody but the Board of Health ern 
unser. Whether they can utford to 
pay Mr. James Hardy $4,000 a year 
more than Mr. Morrissey, for work 
Which the latter gentleman farnishes 
approved bond for bis ability todo, is an- 
other question. The language (f the charter 
is very pin, and it will take a great deal of 
explanation to satisty the peopie of the city 
as to the whvs and wheretores of the remark- 
able action or inaction ot the Board. 

Mr. Morrissey claims to have in his posses- 
sion—and several unimpeachable gentlemen 
corroborate his, statement— tocuments prov- 
ing that Mr. Ed. Butler has before 
the present vear enjoyed a halt partner- 
Ship in bis brothei-in- law, Mr. Hardv's, 
slop contract, and that he has tried to dispose 
ofitto Mr. Morrissev. He also asserts that 
the partnership between Mr. Butler aad Mr. 
liuroy has not been dissolved, although 
it does not now nor has it ever 
uppeared upon the recoids of the Health De- 
partment. As some sort of an explanation for 
the very evident delay and hesitation on the 
part of the board, it is ssid by. 
those who claimto know that a prominent 
officer of the Board ot Health, who has May- 
oral aspirations tor the coming spring, ex 
pects to ‘‘tix’’ the First Ward beyond ques- 
tion orcavil bya discreet award cf this con- 
tract. It is claimed further that 
there are members of the board who are not 
willing to solidify the mutable and unstable 
First by a proper dispensation of slops. Fur- 
ther facts in this regard will be forthcoming. 

Mr. Morrissey is not the kind of a man to 
submit to this sort of thing in silence. 
fle considers that his plain rights 
have been over-ridden by the board rough- 
shod, andhe has instructed his attorneys, 
Messrs. Donovan and Conroy; to tind his legal 
remedy. Suits will de instituted against the 
members of the board for damages 
and a suit will be begun against 
the board to compel it to award 
him the contract. In both of these litig itions 
the attorneys claim thatthey are c:-:rcain of 
success, and if their view ofthe law and the 
rights of the case is correct, the tax-pay- 
ers are apt to save nearly $4,0v0 a yeur in the 
one item of slop collecting.

M, Paeslognom „ I contend,’’ remarked the 
Professor, is the greatest of all sciences, by 
which the nature and character of men can be 
determined. Ail other doctrines touching 
upon the same subject are but branches and 
off-shoots of the parent—phbysiognomy.”’ 
„How about phrenology ?” was asked. 
‘‘Phrenology isa branch of physiognomy. 
<)f course all such sciences are closely allied, 
but physiognomy is the center and root, from 
which the others are derivations. We coyld 
pave phrenology, physiognomy, pedology, 
chirognomy, nasology and indeed any other 
ology. Every portion of the human frame 
indicates something connected with 
the governing power and attributes 
ot the person, and character is revealed 
to the student by the hands, eyes, nose, 
routh, feet, shoulders, and every section of 
the anatomy. But the face is the truest and 
best index. Tothe student of character the 
face shows the principles of its possessor, his 
instincts, governing motives, temperament 
and tastes. What vocation snould be his,whom 
he should marry, what he is capable of, 
and everything else, even to the miautest de- 
‘ail connected witha person can be deter- 
mined by close facial inspection.“ The Pro- 
fessor continued, learnedly discussing his 
subject, and cited authorities, showing that 
physiognimy is as ancient as Man. „Here, for 
instance, he said, you are of a nervous 
sanguine temperament. There are 
FOUR TEMPERAMENTS, 
The nervous-sanguine, the nervous-bili- 
ous, the sanguine vital and the bilious vital. 
I use the word vital instead of lymphatic, be- 
cause [think it more fully expresses the 
meaning intended. Now you, being ofthe 
nervous sanguine, should marry—” but the 
mental photograph of the person destined to 
tor ment the life of the young reporter will 
not be paraded to the curious public gaze. 
How do you propose to conduct your lec- 
tures, Professor?“ | 
„The tirst night the lecture wili be free. I 
willthen give a history of physiognomy, from 
the time of Zapyrus to Lavater. I shall dwell 
onthetruths established by the greatest 
minds who ever wrote on the subject, such 
as Gall, Spurzheim, Cuvier, Raphael. 
and thousands of Others. Every painter and 
every sculptorare authorities on physiognomy, 
They study the face and reproduce its line- 
aments, reflecting the character of the wearer. 
There are certain features which even those 
most ignorant of physiognomy connect with 
characteristics of people. The little child 
looks upon the murderer and is frightened at 
the smile even ofthe villain. You look into 
a man’s eye and instantly declare him a mild, 
mean or vicious man as its peculiarities indi- 
cate. The world in general bas given too 
little attention to this great study. I have 
studied it for thirty years and have lectured 
twenty-two, and the more I study 
the greater becomes my love 
for nature's book. I walked into 
the Mercantile Library yesterday and sawa 
copy of S. R. Wells’ book on physiognomy. 
Its covers were well worn, giviog evidence of 
much usage. Wells tellssome good things, 
but they are not original. His book is simply 
a compilation from writers accessible to him. 
Butto return to the lecture. I will select 
four ladies from the audience, 
each one representing a distinct tempera- 
ment, and shall diagnese their characters. I 
shalltell them what pursuit they are best 
qualified for, give themg appropriate hygienic 
regulations, and describe the persons best 
fitted for them: to marry. Afterwards I will 
select four gentlemen and their friends in 
the audience will say that I Rkxuo them bet- 
wan they do themselves.“

SCIENTIFIC BALLOONING. 


Flight of Five Aeronautsin England 
For a Silver Medal. 
From the Pall Mal! Gazette. 


A balloon competition for a silver medal 
took placeon Saturday. Eight balloons were 
appointed to start. but five only accomplished 
journeys, the other three being unable to as- 
cend in consequence of the failure of the sup- 
ply of gas. The aeronauts met atthe Grand 
tlotelon Sunday, and presented reports of 
their travels for the information of the presi- 
dent and executive committee of the Balloon 
Society. Mr. Simmons started from the Clap- 
ham Skating Rink at about 5 o’clock and de- 
scended at Widdington, in Essex, at about 
6:30. He estimated his greatest altitude 
14,000 feet. Mr. Wright, accompanied by 
Commander Cheyne, went up from the Crys- 
tal Palace at a quarter past 5, and came 
down at Little Bardtield, near Thaxted, Es- 
sex, at about 7 o’clock. The highest elevation 
attained wa- 3,425 feet. The only approach 
to a mishap occurred tothis balloon. When 
descending Mr. Wright cleared a line of tele- 
graph wires running by the railway, and 
tried to make for aclover field. He then saw 
a second line of wires running beside the 
bigb 10ad. The balloon just cieared them, 
and in another second the grapnel which was 
trailing would have carried them all away 
bad he notcut theline. The balloon then 
struck the ground, bumping the car broad- 
side on, and rolling the occupants over and 
over before it could be mastered in an adjoin- 
ing barley field.

And the Work to Continue on the East 
Jefferson Avenue Bridge. 


* 


Matters remain in statu quo at the East Jeffer- 
son avenue bridge. The men are busy and 
willsoon be ready for the piers. The cap- 
stones are already downintwo of the holes 
and the concrete intwo others. In a few hours 
the capstones will be down in all. This morn- 
ing the work proceeded unimpeded, a few 
visitors who strolled up the railroad tracks 
being the only persons onthe ground. The 
police are still about and will remain there un 
tll further orders trom the Police Board. 
In a day or so work will be begun 
on the northern piers which will be 
betweeu the most northern Missouri Pacific 
truck und the Wabash track. The city is de- 
termined to goon with the work until some 
obstacle is encountered which can not be sur- 
mounted. 

THEY REMAIN. 

The Boaid of Police Commissioners met at 
10 a. m. to-day to near the proposition on the 
part of the railroad company to withdraw the 
police from the scene of action at Jefferson 
uvenue. Mayor Overstolz presided, with all 
the mwembers present. Among those in at- 
tendance were City Counselor bell, Street 
Cominissioner Turner, Mr. Portis, the com- 
pany’s attorney, Mr. Cbarles Gibson, Given 
Campbell, Mr. Judson, Col. Cavender and 
Judae Shultz. Mr. Bell first gave an 
opinion in the matter. He maintained 
that a withdrawal of the puiice would resultin 
contention, and thatthe scene of last Friday 


night would be repeated. The railroad has. 


authorized the city to take possession on a 
certain dav. The city has taken possession 
under the recorded license of the railroad 
company, and now proposes to go on with the 
work ol building the viaduct. So as not to be 
again interfered with the police should re- 
main. 

Mr. Portis then said that he differed with 
Mr. Bell in a number of points. He said Mr. 
Bell teared u breuch of tue peace of the police 
force were withdrawn. There was no reason for 
this, unless the breach would be made by the 
city’semployes. Mr. Portis claimed that the 
Board of Police Commissioners only had pow- 
er to act incases of breaches ofthe peace and 
did not in the present case, whichis a civil af- 
tair between two citizens ofthe State. Mr. Por- 
tis suid that he had not seen any contract tothe 
effect thut Mr. Bell spoke of. In tue present 
state of tbings the company regarded the 
workmen as tiespassers. e was in favor of 
„hands off all round’’ until the matter could 
be settled. 
in the meantime. This was, in effect, to stop 
the work—a step that the interested citizens 
would not agree to. A long discussion 
ensued, in which Mr. Portis said 
that the company wanted a change 
in the wordivg ot the ordinance. 
He said that if the police were withdrawn the 
work would be stopped. Mayor Over- 
stoiz said that he wanted to live in peace 
with the railroad companies, but that at the 
same time, as executive officer of the city, he 
would see that the laws were obeyed. It the 
Board would not bear him out he would call 
upon the people. 

Col. Armstrong wished it understood that 
the only action it had taken was 
forced upon them by their oaths of office. They 
had sent tne police there to protecé city officers 
in the discharge of their uuties and nothing 
more. Theuction in listening to the discus- 
sion was a matter of courtesy. Much warm 
discussion was excited and finally the resolu- 
tion ordering the withdrawal] of the police 
Oflered by Judge Finney yesterday was read 
and voted upon with the following resuit: 
Judge Finney, yes; Mayor Overstolz, Col. 
Duke, Col. Armstrong and Mr. Moffett, no. 


The Opinion on ’Change.

Mr. aA. E. Harlow said that he 
had not studied the matter, and could 
not speak intelligently of it, but in 
answer to a question, said:

were in the wrong, or they would not have | 


acted in the manner in which they did.’’ 

Are you in favor of the question being 
brought before the Exchange?“ 

ae { ¥ I am not. 1 think it 
should be settled between the 
city andthe railroad. I am sorry affairs have 
gone so far, and think the quarrel should be 
settled amicably. Let them advise with legal 
talent and effect some sort of compromise. It 
isa matter with which the Exchange has noth- 
ing to do.’ 

r. J. C. Ewald said: ‘‘I take very little in- 
terestin the matter and would much 
rather vou weuld not ask my 
opinion. But if you insist, I will say that St. 
Louis reminds me of an overgrown village. 
There is no large metropolitan city in the 
countrv but has just what the railroad is try- 
ing to prevent. I am in favor of granting rail- 
rouds ali possible privileges, but at the same 
time lam also in favor of the advancement of 

the city.’’ 
Do vou think the merchants should take 
up the matter?“ 

No. As one of the vice-presidents of the 
Excbange, lam opposed to any action in the 
premises. We have no more todo with it 
than the citizens in general. It is a question 
which should be settled among the parties to 
it.
